The King Challenged 


The party, which consisted of 
the King, Prince Peter, the Prime 
Mintster, the Governor of the 
Bank of Athens, the Master of 
Ceremonbies, an ADOC., and three 
rervants, were obliged to Jeave 
with only what they stood up in, 
witheuf any possessions or pro- 
vistous, They then started off on 
uwojeurney whieh would have 
ted even a hardy mountaineer, 


At first tney were fired on by

bitter cold at a small stone hut, 
7.000 feet up, used by shepherds. 
They had no food but a few eg; * 
and some olives. 


Early next morning they went 
round the shoulder of the moun- 
tain and began a perilous descent, 
so difficult: that the animals could 
not be taken. This journey down 
the White Mountains was fan- 
tastic in its difficulty. Rough stone 

aths. tore the feet and the travel- 
ers were in constant dariger of 
slipping and falling hundreds of 
Feet down the rock-strewn moun- 
tain-side. 


Exhausted But Cheerful 


The King, whose demeanour 
had: been ‘truly kingly .the whole 
way, made light of the difficulties.

Three miles along the road he 
sighted Germans. Turning back 
he was cut off by heavy fire from 
both sides, so he parked the car 
and lorry in a lane and éntered 
a house, from the top windows of 
which he and his men saw a 
mopping-up party at work. 

At dusk they crawled out and 
hid in a garden, and in the early 
morning found a hayrick near 
a lean-to garage.

Water’ from a_ horse-trough 
was all they had in the way of 
sustenance.

The proverbial “black cat in a 
coal cellar’ ts not more difficult 
to spot than an aireraft on a 
starless night. Pilots whose duty 
it, is to find the raider and bring 
him down must develop eyesight . 
as sensitive to shadows of vary- 
ing intensity as are those of sal- 


lors. To accustom their eyes to 
seeing with the minimum of light 
pilots sit in a dimly lit room wear- 
ing green goggles for some time 
before they go on patrol.

S'r, -- Relative to correspon- 
‘dence, leaders and reports denl- 
ing wi'h this indispensible article 
of food, which I have read re- 
cently, in my humble opinion one 
ef the most important factors in 
determining price has been over- 
looked. While freight charges 
affect price to a limited extent, 
Government possesses powers to 
take over ships’ bottoms for 
transport, at it own figure.

He was in command of a life- 
boat with 82 persons which finally 
reached Brazil] 23 days later. 


He was travelling as a passen- 
ger when the ship was attacked by 
an enemy merchant cruiser, 


“We found that we had about 
16 gal'ons of water, 48 ting of con- 
densed milk and two tins of vis- 
cuits. We worked out that we 
could only have a third of a din- 
per of water per day, that is 
Httle less than an eggcupful, two 
tins of milk divided and one bis- 
cuit each. 

“After about 10 davs we had 
several storms and we were able 
to catch some rainwater which 
permitted an increase in the water 
ration to about a full eggcupfut 
and later still it was possib’e to 
double the water ration as more 
water was caught and the number 
in the boat decreased. 


“We were soon covered with 
salt water sores which were ag- 
gravated by the crowded con- 
ditions and the constant rolling 
of the boat which threw us 
against each other. 


“It was also impossible to _ sit. 
lie or even stand in comfort owing 
to the overcrowding.

The party, which conststed) of 
the King, Prince Peter, the Prime 
Minister, the Governor of — the 
Bank of Athens, the Master of 
Ceremonies, an A.D.C., and three 
servants, were obliged to leave 
with only what they stood up in, 
without any possessions or pro- 
visions. They then started off on 
a journey which would have 
tried even a hardy mountaineer.

Rumours of peace be- 
tween Germany and 
England are almost cer- 
tain to be revived if 
Hitler’s invasion of the 
Soviet Union is success- 
fully finished in the next 
few weeks or months. 


Indeed, a number of isolationist _ 


leaders in the United States, not- 
ably Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
have already urged that Britain 
try to arrange a negotiated peace. 

The majorjty of American vot- 
ers interviewed just before the 
cutbreak of the Nazi-Soviet con- 
flict expressed overwhelming 
opposition to the idea that Britain 
should try to arrange a peace with 
Hitler even if she were permitted 
to keep all her empire intact. 

One of the maln reasons given 
py the majority is that “Hitler's 
peace promises couldn't be 
trusted,” while those on the 
minority side argue chiefly that 
any kind of peace would be 
better than the “sonseless” 
claughter in Europe in which 

“nobody gains.”

which have*brought victory to 
her adversaries she will be sur- 
prised to recognise everywhere 
her own, her purest and her most 
authentic tradition.” 


According to Marshal Petain 
Hitler is heir to “the purest and 
the most authentic tradition” of 
our country.

I agree with Marshal Petain in 
considering Jean de la Fontaine 
the most exquisite of the French 
posts. La Fontaine lived the life 
of a charming vagabond, weak 
and yventle, In his time he was 


- called Le Bonhomime, 


To make of the Bonhomme a 
Nazi writer, one of those who 
would have prepared the way for 
the coming of the concentration 
camp and the forced migration of 
the peoples, is a really original 
idea which honours the critical 
sense and the sensitiveness of the 
Chief of the French State. 


This thinker goes on: 


“I could continue this demon- 
stration; it would Jead us by 
every road to the truths which 
were ours, which we had forgot- 
ten, which we can take up once 
more without borrowing them 
from any one, and without ignor- 
ing the merit of those who were 
able to profit from them better 
than we." 


Nazi truths, then, were first 
French truths. Sully, Colbert, 
Turenne Hve again in Goering. 
The preaching of Goebbels re- 
stores to us the lessons of Mon- 
tnuigne, Bessuet, Fenelon, Voltaire. 

However, the marshal hastens 
to add that we must not “ignore 
the merit of those who were able 
to profit: better than we" by our 
own discoveries,

the marshal congratulate Hitler? 
Why did he go to Montoire to 1e- 
ceive the Fuehrer’s absolution and 
to shake his hand?

He 
added: “I prefer Washington.”

In a speech to the Bri- 
tish Chamber of Com- 
merce in Basle, Mr. D. V. 
Kelly, the British Minis- 
said that Britain’s 
policy was to do every-~ 
thing possible to main- 
tain Switzerland’s econo- 
mic life, consistent with 
the exercise of a just and . 
legitimate blockade of 
enemy countries. 


He revealed that during recent 
months the British had authorised 
imports to Switzerland, of a total 
tonnage much greater than the 
ships available were able to 
carry. They had also done much 
to diminish delays and irregularj- 
ties and facilitate the import of 
essential commodities. 


The Minister deeply impressed 
his audience by disclosures of the 
true extent of Britain’s war ef- 
fort. This is not always realised 
in Berne, partly owing to the pro- 
ximity of the Axis countries 
whose deeds and words naturally 
xot more publicity, especially: as 
British newspapers are unobtuin- 
able. Mr. Kelly sup jorted many 
statements with statistics, and his

WITH THE CLOSE OF THE SYRIAN

To-day shortly after noon, I had the

oured patrol and Turkish frontier troops. 


Armoured cars belonging to one of the 


oldest English cavalry 


regiments in the line, 


recently mechanised, patrolled up one of the 
frontier roads from Aleppo and contacted 


three Turkish soldiers 


with fixed bayonets 


between two frontier posts. 


The meeting was one 
friendliest. The soldiers 
and shook hands all round, 
although «they were unable to 
understand each other, and cigar: 
ettes were exchanged, 

The Turks were most interested 
in the armoured cars and climbed 
in and examined them, 

Prior to this meeting we 
walked over sun-scorched 
terrain too a Turkish frontier post 
shaded by trees with the Rec 
Crescent Turkish flag (uttering in 
the breeze and a litle fountain 
playing in the courtyard of the 
customs house. 


Getting On With it 


A Turkish captain and lieuten- 
ant and customs officials offered 
us coffee, cigarettes and iced 
water. The atmosphere wus inost 
cordial, 

To reach Syria's oldest city. 
Aleppo, I had motored some 250 
miles through the heart of the 
country and found the roads 
northwards huinming with 
AlNied transport.

Rumours of peace be- 
tween Germany and 
England. are almost cer- 
tain to- be revived if 
Hitler’s invasion of the 
Soviet Union is success- 
fully finished in the next 
few weeks or months. . 


Indeed, a number of isolationist 
leaders in the United States, not- 
ably Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
have already urged ‘that Britain 
try to arrange a negotiated peace. 

The majorjty of American vot- 
ers Interviewed just before the 
outbreak of the Nazi-~Soviet con- 
flict expressed overwhelming 
opposition to the idea that Britain 
should try to arrange a peace with 
Hitler even {if she were permitted 
to keep all her empire intact. 

Onc of the main reasons glven 
by the majority Is that “Hitler's 
peace promises couldn't be 
trusted,” while those on the 
minority slde argue chiefly that 
any kind of peace would be 
better than the “sonseless"” 
slaughter in Europe in’ which 

“nobody gains,” 

The issue put to voters in the 
survey, completed before the 
Nazi-Soviet war started, was as 
follows: 

“If peace could be obtained to- 
day on the basis of Germany hold- 
ing the countries she has con- 
quered so far, and with Britain 
keeping the British Empire as it 
now stands, would you be in 
favour of such a peace?”
